This declaration has been treated as 
outrageously extravagant; and yet, the 
historian reminds us, ‘it expressed pre- 
cisely the same principles which, only 
eight years after, Were acted upon by a 
majority of the nation, and produced the 
glorious revolution.” Ita effect on the 
public mind was incalculable; ‘ and the 
truths which it contained madea very 
dee; impression, although the. number 
who ip that dark and cloudy season had 
the courage to arm and defend them, ren- 
dered the policy of the proceeding at the 
time doubtful, because the hope of suc- 
cess seemed desperate.”’ 

The principal proprietors ‘ were more 
eager to eavape personal danger, than to 
stand forward in defence of public 
right;"’ aud the majority complied : but 
the true men “refused to do homage to 
the unprincipled tyranny that desolated 
the land.’’ The oppression which un- 
sparingly and without distinetion, 
crushed into one undistinguishable mass 
all who would not renounce the faith, 
justified “those who uniformly stood 
aloof, and rejected all compromise.”’ 
They saw the truth of ARGYLRE’s re- 
mark, singularly applicable to-day, that 
“if they went along with these men in 
part, and did not in all things, they 
would suffer ; that if they went not af «// 
with them, they could Out suffer.” 
“Amid all their suffering, they never 
despaired of their cause; AND IN 
ITS LOWEST EBB NEVER SHRUNK FROM 
AVOWING IT.” In their greatest ex- 
tremily, ‘‘ they adopted, as an expedient 
suited to their distressed situation, for en- 
couragipg and supporting each other, to 
send delegates from these societies toa 
general meeting, who, although not 
clothed with authoritative powers, 
ghould consult and recommend such 
measures as they thought most proper to 
be pursued, by those who remained of 
one mind respecting their duties as pri 
vate Christians, and their obligations as 
members of the Commonwealth.’’ 

It is, as we have already said, neither 
proper, hor Wise, nor necessary, for the 
people of the South to resort to arms.

doctriue of passive obedience, and they 
hesitated ; and as some of the most zeal- 


ous asserted {hat compliance was an ap- 
proval of the, tyranny in Church and 
State, with which the land was afflicted, 
and a denial of the causé for which they 
had risen, several hundreds determined 
to endure the utmost extremity, rather 
than submit; and this steadiness of prin- 
ciple, which their Oppressors termed ob- 
stiuacy, Was punished by death or 
slavery.’
